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One of the most publicized political 
prisoners of 1975 is a black woman named 
Joann Little, an inmate in a North Caro- 
lina jail accused of stabbing to death a 
62-year-old white prison guard, Clarence 
Alligood. 

Ms. Little has claimed* she acted out 
of self-defense, as Alligood was attemp- 
ting to rape her in the cell* There is a 
considerable amount of evidence to supp- 
ort the prisoner's claim, as Alligood at 
the time of death was naked (except for 
a pair of socks), and the guard ejacula- 
ted before being stabbed. Yet, nakedness 
and semen notwithstanding, Ms. Little is 
still on trial for he r life. 

Moreover, bail was set for 8115*000* 
an astonishingly high figure for a woman 
who cannot afford an attorney without an 
assist from her supporters. The latter, 
fortunately, have managed to contribute 
enough funds to pay this large sua„ but, 
once again, an innocent victim of racism 
and sexism has been tried and convicted 
in advance by a brutal judge. 

Joann Little, like Rubin Carter and 
Martin Sostre, is an American political 
prisoner. We demand that she be released 
from jail immediately, and we demand re- 
fund of the 8115*000 bail money at once. 
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When John F. Kennedy defeated Richard Nixon in the I960 presidential elect-

ions, shivers began to run up and down the spines of the anti-Castro Cubans who 
were in Miami. Having worked closely with Vice President Nixon on the planning 
of a Bay of Pigs invasion through Marine General Robert Cushman, E. Howard Hunt 
and other CIA officials, the Cubans had been forced to postpone the action unt- 
il after the elections because of inclement weather. Now they were dealing with 

an unknown quality. JFK, rather than Nixon, a man who forged a career out of 

anti-Communism and v/hom Hunt later described as the Operations Officer for the 
Eisenhower-sponsored Bay of Pigs. 

Shortly after the election, plans for the invasion were presented to JFK by 
E. Howard Hunt, who still served as a liaison between the Executive Branch and 
the CIA operatives assigned to planning and implementing the action. Their str- 
ategy was to have the U.S. Air Force blitz Cuba, then land a batallion of Cuban 
refugees, who would march through the rubble and murder the Castroites with the 
help of sympathetic countrymen. 

Although Kennedy was down on direct U .S . military intervention, preferring 
an "Alliance for Progress” approach in fighting Communism in Latin America, he 
was convinced by his military advisors that some action had to be forthcoming, 
because of Ike's commitment, so he allowed the Cubans to train for the invasion 
on U.S. soil and supplied them with arms. Things looked good for the Cuban ref- 
ugees until just before the invasion, when JFK began to have, second thoughts. 

Rather than cancelling the action entirely Kennedy made the biggest mistake 
of his short lifetime: he pulled out air support but allowed the invasion to go 

on without the Air Force's saturation bombing. The anti-Castro Cubans were 

killed or captured minutes after they landed; many of these prisoners must have 
sworn they'd kill Kennedy if they ever got of Cuba alive. 

When E. Howard Hunt tried to explain JFK's actions to the Cuban refugees he 
loved and respected, they spat on him. Once a symbol of U.S. anti-Castro commi- 
tment, Hunt had to bear the brunt of the Cubans' criticism; he, too, must have 
sworn to get JFK. 

He'd also failed the acid test of the military-industrial complex, by being 
"soft on Communism.” This amalgamation of "Masters of War,” Pentagon officials, 
the Intelligence Community, and their friends in Congress had grown incredibly

powerful, thanks to the Korean War and the prolonged Cold War that followed it. 

They were fanatically anti-Communist General MacArthur was fired because he 

desired to go to war with China and Eisenhower warned America in his farew- 

well address that they posed the greatest threat to democracy. 

The order went down from the Joint Chiefs of Staffs John Kennedy Must Die. 
They knew their program of counter-insurgency in Vietnam was failing; they knew 
the Commies were growing stronger day by day. The only way to wipe them out was 
with American troops and air power — - which Kennedy w<puld never commit. If JFK 
wasn't willing to wipe out the Commies 90 miles from America* s shores, he cert- 
ainly wasn*t going to go 4*000 miles away and do it. Although President Kennedy 
went along with having advisors there to help Diem*s army, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff looked at this as another half-hearted measure and wanted a Comraander-in- 
Chief willing to wage a full-scale war. They were very much aware of what deve- 
lopments had taken place in China — a half billion people going Communist, in 
one swift revolutionary blow and were determined that the same thing would- 

n't happen to the rest of Asia. 

The same people who worked on the Bay of Pigs were assigned the job of ter- 
minating JFK. They dicin'- have to worry about being caught because J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, the man whomwould supervise the investigation of their crime, was an impo- 
rtant part of the operation. Hoover had been seriously disturbed by Robert Ken- 
nedy, the only Attorney General to even suggest he resign, and was definitely 
out for Kennedy blood. During his half century as Director of the FBI, J. Edgar 
had filled the organization he'd virtually created with extreme right-wingers, 
carefully weeding out anyone with the slightest liberal tendencies by internal 
spying and puritanical regulations. Hoover was in complete control of the Agen- 
cy. After John Kennedy was murdered, Hoover called up RFK and coldly announced: 
"Your brother is dead.” 

The young president only hastened his demise by refusing to go along with a 
Howard Hunt plan to assassinate Castro (which was eventually carried out but f- 
ailed) and by closing down the anti-Castro Cubans" training bases in Louisiana. 

Kennedy was to be shot while attending a football game in Chicago. A milit- 
ary intelligence agent named Thomas Vallee, who was a look-alike for a patsy by 
the name of Lee Harvey Oswald, was supposed to shoot Kennedy with a high-power- 
ed rifle, then fly to Texas where he would suddenly turn into Lee Oswald. Mean- 
while, the real Oswald wouldn't know what had hit him, since he was a low-level 
military intelligence operative who thought he was attempting to penetrate Cuba 
by pretending to be a leader of the "Fair Play for Cuba Committee." JFK's death 
would be blamed on pro-Castro elements, giving America an added incentive to s- 
end in the Marines. 
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But JFK got sick and didn’t attend the game, so the plan had to be aborted. 
Unfortunately, it wasn't that easy: since the only one who could tell Vallee to 
stop couldn't be contacted in time, the Agencfr sent an operative named Daniel 
Groth (the same Daniel Broth who led the 1969 "search and destroy' 1 mission that 
resulted in the murder of Black Panther Fred Hampton in Chicago) to have Vallee 
arrested. Groth pointed out Vallee to a policeman just as Vallee left his house 
and he was arrested for possession of a concealed weapon. But by the time they 
reached the stationhouse the fix was on, and Vallee was accused of illegal pos- 
session of a knife, rather than a rifle. Attempted assassination being very big 
news, word of the original firearm arrest reached NBC News Manager Bill Corley, 
as did the license plate number of Vallee' s car. When Corley tried to learn the 
name in which the car was registered by running a routine check with the Depar- 
tment of Motor Vehicles, he found that the FBI had put a "freeze" on the infor- 
mation. He told all of this to the FBI. 

Sherman Skolnick, one of America's greatest researchers, discovered the FBI 
report, along with the original Chicago Police Department Arrest Records, which 
I have reprinted on this page. Notice how Thomas Vallee 's picture is missing.

Another part of the Chicago plot uncovered by Skolnick involved the assas- 
sins having access to Secret Service credentials. A black Secret Service agent 
named Abraham Bolden wanted to testify about this part of the conspiracy; Bol- 
den was soon railroaded to prison by none other than State* s Attorney Ed Hanr- 
ahan, another CIA ( operative in on the murder of Fred Hampton. 



If at first you don*t succeed. . . it was on to Dallas, where Vallee would 
bo joined by hired hitman Frank Sturgis, an ex-Marine turned outright mercena- 
ry who fought with Castro and was put in charge of gambling casinos after the 
revolution. Castro soon announced there was no room for vice or hired killers 
in a Marxist sofciety, and Frank got the bounce. He became a leader of Alpha-66 
a super-reactionary faction of the anti-Castro exile movementaand went as far 
as flying over Havana, dropping anti-Castro leaflets despite heavy anti-aircr- 
aft fire. 

Sturgis, an expert marksman, lurked behind the grassy knoll in Dallas und- 
er the supervision of none other than E. Howard Hunt (who had become quite ob- 
sessed with his hatred for Kennedy) and fired the fatal shots. Vallee, who had 
spent the night in a secluded part of the Book Depository Building, shot from 
there at Kennedy, catching him in a crossfire. The rifle Vallee used had been 
stolen from Oswald* s garage a few nights before. 

In the confusion that followed the shooting, Hunt and Sturgis fled to some 
nearby boxcars under the watchful eye of a Secret Service agent who waved pol- 
ice and bystanders away from the grassy knoll, announcing that he had the area 
covered. One of the team* s support men, Jim Hicks, was spotted at the knoll w- 
ith a radio transmitter and was later a witness at Jim Garrison* s New Orleans 
"Clay Shaw Conspiracy Trial.” Hicks is now in a federal mental hospital. 

Thomas Vallee ran out of the Book Depository and over to the boxcars where 
the three killers rendezvoused. Someone saw Vallee leave the building! in the 
section of the Warren Report titled "rumors and speculations" we find Mrs Jean 
Hill stated that after the firing stopped she saw a white man wearing a brown 
overcoat and hat running away from the book building in the direction of rail- 
road tracks. The Report goes on to say that her testimony wasn*t corroborated 
by films and other witnesses and the police were unable to come up with the i- 
dentity of the man. 



Since the FBI was in on the plot, the CIA operatives who planned it decid- 
ed the best way to get the assassins out of the area would be to have them di- 
sguised as bums and have the police pick them up and escort them to a conveni- 
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ent stationhouse. They would be held there until everyone's attention was fo- 
cused upon Oswald (about 45 minutes after JFK's assassination) , then they we- 
re to be released either because they wore "checked out" and found to be 

clean or for national security reasons without being booked or fingerpri- 

nted. 

Hunt didn't like this plan, since it might involve him being photographed 
while being lead to the station. As a confirmed spook (when he was busted for 
Watergate there were no known pictures of him on file anywhere), he couldn't 
relate to this at all but he had to follow orders. 

Sure enough, several photographers took the team's pictures, and newspho- 
tos were printed in early editions of the Dallas Times Herald and Fort Worth 
Telegram . These are the shots ofythe "bums" numbered 1, 5> 6, 11, and 15 bel- 
ow and on the next three pages*

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First, these "bums" look too composed to be derelicts, too clean shaven, 
too well groomed. Their shoes have thick soles on them (see # 6 ). Notice how 
one of the "bums" tries to avoid being photographed by ducking behind his c- 
omrades — you can see the top of his hat in # 1 . When he finally becomes v- 
isible in #5, his face is obscured by shadows, and in #6 part of his face is 

blocked off. Notice how apprehensivehe looks in #5 Hunt obviously dxdn*t 

care to be photographed. The strangest thing about the photos is that one of 
the "bums," the one shown in #13, is a dead ringer for Lee Harvey Oswald. If 
you saw this man in the sixth floor window of the Book Depository, you would 
definitely mistake him for Oswald.

E. Howard Hunt's name never came up in relation to the Executive Action, 
but Frank Sturgis was questioned by the FBI (according to Mae Brussell, bec- 
ause he owned an arsenal), Frank was also one of a number of Cubans who told 
the FBI they saw Oswald in Miami a few months prior to the assassination tr- 
ying to start a fight with anti-Castroites. Sturgis also said Oswald had, in 
'63, been in touch with Cuban Intelligence and many pro-Castro groups. Anot- 
her link surfaced after a Cuban exile named Sylvia Odio told the Warren Com- 
mission she was visited by "Oswald" and two other men a month before Dallas, 
and was told that JFK would die because of the Bay of Pigs. Soon a man named 
Hall, who, along with a member of Sturgis' Alpha 66 had been questioned abo- 
ut their purchase of a rifle by the Warren Commission, claimed he and two o- 

ther men one of whom looked like Oswald were the men who had visited 

Mrs. Odio. He later retracted this statement. n - 
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After Watergate broke a decade later, evidence began to trickle in link- 
ing Richard Nixon to the JFK killing and cover-up he was probably the b- 

rains behind the entire plot. First, we found out whom Nixon had hired for a 
war on the Democrats: his old friends from the Bay of Pigs. As the pictures 
show, at least two of these Plumbers were on the scene in Dallas. As the Wa- 
tergate investigation began to point to the White House, Nixon had to call 
in his most trusted allies, many of whom had worked on the JFK cover-up: Ge- 
rald Ford, Leon Jaworski, Arlen Specter, and former Warren Commission sleuth 
Albert Jenner, later an aide to the House Judiciary Committee in 1973-74. 

Nixon was in Dallas the day of the assassination, and Executive Actio n 
co-author Don Freed reports he definitely spoke to someone who was in touch 
with Jack Ruby. Sherman Skolnick reports Nixon had with him an official doc- 
ument from the National Security Council ordering JFK's death.

In late 1973 Nelson Rockefeller announced the formation of the "Commission 
on Critical Choices," a thinly-disguised vehicle for getting Rockefeller into 
the White House. The New York Times' James Reston, Rockefeller's most consist- 
ently loyal media shill, praised the Commission in his column of Dec. 3, 1973. 
with the Establishment thus giving its blessing to the Rocky Horror Show, Dick 
Nixon's "resignation" was only a matter of time. 

One of the members of the Commission Just happened to be newly-anointed VP 
Gerald Ford, who just happened to take over as President in I97 4 and just hap- 
pened to anoint Rocky as unelected Veep. 

In recent months, the Rocky-Gerry charade has become a highly-polished ve- 
ntriloquism act: when Alleged President Ford speaks, one. can. barely see De Fa- 
cto President Rockefeller's lips move. 

Now that Gerry Ford has announced the formation of a panel to investigate 
allegations of CIA domestic activities, the Edgar Bergen-Joe McCarthy puppetry 
is evolving into a Punch-and-Judy version of a fox guarding a chicken coop. 

Chairman of the CIA panel is none other than NELSON ROCKEFELLER, who as yp 
is already chairman of the National Security Council and has been funding fien- 
ry "40 Committee" Kissinger since 1952, via the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, em-“ 
ployment as an Edward Teller-type "advisor," and a $50,000 "gift." 

Once Dick Nixon took over the Oval Office in 1969, he immediately employed 
Henry the K. as a "national security advisor" (just as John F. Kennedy in 1961 
employed McGeorge Bundy) and named Rocky to the President's Foreign Intellige- 
nce Advisory Board. Six years later, Rockefeller has been selected to cover up 
for Nixon Era spying by the man who became President as a result of Watergate. 
And the U.S. is getting ready for an Oil War in the Middle East, with the lea- 
der of the Standard Oil/ARAMCO juggernaut a heartbeat or a resignation 

away from the presidency. 

According to former CIA agent Philip Agee, the CIA in Venezuela is nothing 
but a private Rockefeller army, its primary function being protection of Creo- 
le Oil and other Rocky investments. The U.S.* new Ambassador to Venezuela, Ha- 
rry Shlaudeman, formerly sided the CIA in its mass-murder effort in Chile back 
in 1973; if Venezuela President Carlos Perez goes ahead with his plans to nat- 
ionalize oil investments in his country, Rockefeller may well decide to retal- 
iate by turning the CIA loose once again. 
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Rocky may be the most conspicuous of the CIA cover-uppers, but the remainder 
of the panel has sufficient pro-CIA bias to compensate for any lack of charisma. 
In fact, the eight-man panel appears to be exceptionally devoted to the cause of 
Nelson Rockefeller and the CIA* 

As with so many other presidential panels/commissions, there is a token "ob- 
scure academician,* 1 an English professor named EDGAR F# SHANNON, JR#, former Un- 
iversity of Virginia president* Since the CIA headquarters are in McLean, Virgi- 
nia, Dr# Shannon has been in an excellent position for working with the CIA* And 
if Edgar Shannon was an Agency operative, what about former University of Virgi- 
nia n scho lar-in-re sidence" Robert Q. Marston, who is now President of the Unive- 
rsity of Florida? 

ERWIN GRISWOLD, former U#S* Solicitor General, might prove to be the panel's 
most outspoken critic of the CIA, as he often denounced Sen. Joseph McCarthy's 
witch hunts from 1950 to 1957 while serving as Dean of Harvard Law School* Then 
again, McCarthy and the comedy team of Cohn & Schine had begun attacking the CIA 
and "Voice of America" (which is funded by the CIA), so perhaps Griswold's anti- 
McCarthyism was based upon considerations other than civil liberties.

a possible stepping stone to the White House for these two advocates of "biting 
the bullet." 

On Sept. 9, 1966, while campaigning for the California governorship, Reagan 

promised that if elected he would appoint John McCone CIA Director, I96I-65 

to head a "blue ribbon" commission to conduct a "fair and open" investigat- 
ion into student protest at the University of California. After taking over the 
governorship in January, Reagan promptly fired UC President Clark Kerr; the ex- 
governor has never stated whether or not the CIA's McCone influenced the firing 
of Kerr. Among the UC Regents in 1966-67 were H.R. Haldeman, Mrs. Randolph Hea- 
rst, and CIA veteran Thomas Braden, who in March, 1975 hosted a dinner honoring 
Richard Helms, McCone's successor as CIA Director. 

The other members of the CIA panel — investment banker C. Douglas Dillon 
General Lyman Lemnitzer, Allied Chemical board chairman John T. Connor and AFL- 
CIO secretary-treasurer Joseph Lane Kirkland belong to the Council on Fore- 

ign Relations, a pro-CIA collection of Eastern Establishment' types; CFR's board 
chairman just happens to be David Rockefeller (chairman of the board of another 
Rockefeller family heirloom, the Chase Manhattan Bank), and brother Nelson just 
appens to be an equally powerful member of CFR. 

Each Director of the CIA has been a member of CFR, whose books (including, 
for example, Henry Kissinger's 1957 Nuclear Weapon s and Foreign are pu _ 

ished by Praeger, an admitted CIA conduit. In fact, Frederick Praeger himself

C. DOUGLAS DILLON, U.S. Secretary of the Treasury from I 96 I to I 965 , is a 
member of the CFR Board of Directors and is Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of the Rockefeller Foundation. As recently as 1972 Dillon was a member of the 
board of directors of the Rockefeller-controlled Chase Manhattan Bank. Accord- 
ing to Peter Kihss in the January 6, 1975 New York Times : 

Mr. Dillon presided over off-the-record meetings at 
the Council on Foreign Relations in 1968 when former 
intelligence professionals and others discussed the

As Secretary of the Treasury during the Bay of Pigs and Cuban Missile Cr- 
isis, Dillon employed his own intelligence force; when Gerry Ford and the Wa- 
rren Commission interviewed heads of intelligence agencies, CIA Director John 
McCone, Secret Service Chief James Rowley, FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk (former head of the Rockefeller Foundation), and C.

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As Secretary of the Treasury during the Bay of Pigs and Cuban Missile Cr- 
isis, Dillon employed his own intelligence force; when Gerry Ford and the Wa- 
rren Commission interviewed heads of intelligence agencies, CIA Director John 
McCone, Secret Service Chief James Rowley; FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk (former head of the Rockefeller Foundation), and C. 
Douglas Dillon "appeared as witnesses and testified fully regarding their ag- 
encies' participation in the matters under scrutiny by the Commission," accor-

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And then there* s LYMAN LEMNITZER, a Council on Foreign Relations member who 

was Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and thus on the 40 Committee 

at the time of the Bay of Pigs incursion and the Cuban Missile Crisis. Lemhitz- 
er at the latter point in time was in favor of invading Cuba, and his Southeast 
Asia attitude was similarly hawkish. According to David Halberstam in The Best 
and the Brightest : 



Yet the Chiefs of Staff did not recommend against the 
Laotian commitment; rather, they said that if we were 
to get involved, we should go in with a large force and 
the use of force should be open-ended thus the pos- 

sible use of nuclear weapons was implicit. They wanted 
250,000 men for the invasion At one of the National Se- 
curity Council meetings, someone asked what would happ- 
en if the Chinese came in in that case a quarter of 

a million Americans would not be enough. "We 4 !! take 
care of that," Lemnitzer answered somewhat vaguely. But 
when the civilians pursued the questioning, it became 
clear that if the Chinese or the Soviets moved in com- 
bat troops, the main military contingency plan would be 
the use of nuclear weapons. 



According to Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr. in A Thousand Days : 

By now the Pentagon was developing what would become 
its standard line in Southeast Asia unrelenting op- 

position to limited intervention except on the imposs- 
ible condition that the President agree in advance to 
every further step they deemed sequential, including, 
on occasion, nuclear bombing of Hanoi and even Peking. 
At one National Security Council meeting, General Lem- 
nitzer outlined the processes by which each American 
action would provoke a Chinese counter-action, provok- 
ing in turn an even more drastic American response. He 
concluded: "If we are given the right to use nuclear 
weapons, we can guarantee victory. ** 




Rounding out the CIA panel is the AFL-CIO's JOSEPH LANE KIRKLAND, yet anot- 
her member of the Council on Foreign Relations, and a member of: the Commission 
on Critical Choices, member of the board of trustees of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, and member of the board of the American Institute for Free Labor Develop- 
ment (AIFLD). 

Kirkland graduated in 1948 from the Georgetown University School of Foreign 
Service, America's No. 1 CIA training mill. Not surprisingly, Kirkland has been 
influential in the AIFLD, one of organized labor's leading CIA-connected organ- 
izations. In 1967, 90% of the funds for AIFLD came from the Agency for Interna- 
tional Development, a CIA front. In most of the years since its 1961 founding, 
AIFLD has received 80% of its funds from AID. 

In 1963 the AIFLD helped to overthrow Cheddi Jagan of British Guiana, using 




a Chile-type general strike that was inspired by a combination of CIA money, 
and British intelligence," according to the late Drew Pearson, Jagan wrote his 
now-famous letter to T he New York Times , claiming "local trade unionists known 

to be hostile to the government and none other have been trained by the 

American Institute of Free Labor Development to overthrow my government, Seraf- 
ino Romualdi, head of the institute, has declared his opposition to ray governm- 
ent." 

Led by Rockefeller allies Roraualdi and CFR member William C, Doherty, Jr., 
the AIFLD went on to help to overthrow Joao Goulart in Brazil and Juan Bosch in 
the Dominican Republic, Doherty admitted AIFLD operatives had taken part in, as 
he put it, "clandestine operations" in Brazil, adding: "Many of the trade union 
leaders some of whom were actually trained in our institute were invol- 

ved in the revolution and in the overthrow of the Goulart regime," 

AIFLD had been funded by the Michigan Fund, a CIA "dummy" foundation, which 
sent nearly one million dollars to the J,M, Kaplan in the early 1960s; the J.M. 
Kaplan Fund, according to Rep. Wright Patman (D., Texas), is a "secret conduit" 
for the CIA, George Meany, head of both the AFL-CIO and AIFLD, has served as a 
CIA operative since 1948, and Jay Lovestone, director of the AFL-CIO 1 s Interna- 
tional Affairs Department, has worked for the CIA since 1950 (See Julius Mader, 
Who's Who in CIA # Philip Agee also claims Meany is a long-time CIA operative). 
Lovestone and Irving Brown both are members of the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions have been key liaison men betv/een the AFL-CIO and CIA- funded organiz- 

ations such as the International Confederation of Free Trade Unions. 

AIFLD board members have included CFR member Juan Terry Trippe of Pan Amer- 
ican Airways; CFR J. Peter Grace of W.R. Grace and Company; CFR member Berent 
Friele of the Rockefeller Foundation (Joseph C. Gouldeh, in his 1974 book Meany 
referred to "Berent Friele, the Rockefeller family's hose expert on Latin Amer- 
ica"); and Charles Brinckerhof f , president of Anaconda Company. Anaconda Compa- 
ny had quite a vested interest in the 1973 "clandestine operations" in Chile. 

Serafino Romualdi traveled to Brazil in early 1963 to assess the political 
situation, later stating: "I knew a substantial sector of labor's rank and file 

particularly in Sao Paulo and Rio was fed up with the Goulart regime, 

and was ready to take to the streets, if need be, to bring it down. In the fir- 
st three months of 1963 the AIFLD, of which I was the executive director, trai- 
ned in Washington a special all-Brazilian class of 33 participants." He was ac- 
companied on this '63 trip by Berent Friele, "the Rockefeller family's house e- 
xpert on Latin America," who checked up on the Rockefeller investments prior to 
the coup . 

Serafino Romualdi has worked with Nelson Rockefeller ever since the 1940s, 




when Rocky headed the Office of Inter-American Affairs and collaborated with 
labor leaders such as Romualdi, Irving Brown, and CFR veteran David Dubinsky. 
In 1967' Thomas Braden admitted giving CIA money to union leaders, though Brad- 
en waited until the last month of 1974 before admitting he had received a Cal- 
ifornia newspaper from Nelson Rockefeller. 



Thus, 'Joseph Lane Kirkland of AFL-CIO/AIFLD/CIA/Commission on Critical Ch- 
oices/Rockefeller Foundation is an excellent choice for Rocky's CIA panel, for 
he has a wide variety of conflicts-of-interest. The panel, in fact, is feasib- 
ly the most qualified group in terms of covering up since the 1967 CIA panel, 
appointed by the late Lyndon Johnson and consisting of the CFR' s Nicholas Kat- 
zenbach, the CFR's Richard Helms, and the Rockefeller Foundation's John Gardn- 
er, who later became a trustee of the Rockefeller Brothers Fund. 

Executive director of Rocky's CIA panel is David W. Belin, an Iowa attorn- 
ey who just happened to work in Nelson Rockefeller's 1964 and '68 presidential 
campaigns. Belin in I 964 was on the legal staff of the Warren Commission where 
he worked with Rep. Gerald Ford, who just happened to offer Belin a job in the 

Ford Administration in early 1975, just before appointing Belin to Rocky's CIA 
panel. 



Belin' s actions on behalf of the Warren Commission were, to put it mildly, 
quite strange. Belin took a deposition from Charles Givens, a porter from the 
Texas School Book Depository in Dallas; Givens claimed that at about noon, on 
Nov. 22, 1965, he saw Lee Harvey Oswald near the Southeast corner window (i.e. 
the alleged sniper's location) of the Book Depository. 

However, on the afternoon of Nov. 22 Givens had told authorities he had 
last seen Oswald shortly before noon on the first floor of the Depository; Be- 
lin acknowledged this in a memo written six weeks before Givens testified bef- 
ore the Warren Commission. Belin added in the memo that three other Depository 
employees had similarly reported seeing Oswald on the first floor (See Sylvia 
Meagher's article -The Curious Testimony of Mr. Givens- in the August 13, 1971 

Belin defended the Warren Commission in an article ("The Warren Report Was 
Right") on the Nov. 22, 1971 New York Times Op-Ed page, which just happened to 
be edited by the aforementioned Harrison Salisbury. Two years later, Belin au- 
thored a book, No v , 22, 1965 : You Are The Jury , which was published by The New 
larknaes/Quadrangle, which an introduction by Harrison Salisbury. Salisbury, 
while denouncing critics of the Warren Commission in the introduction, somehow 
orgo to refer to Belin* s 1964-68 campaigning for Rockefeller or Belin* s 1968 
national chairnanship of "Lawyers for Nixon-Agnew." 
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Belin' s book defended the Warren Commission and never mentioned links bet- 
ween the Commission and the CIA: John J. McCloy was a former head of OSS, mem- 
ber of the Council on Foreign Relations, contributing editor of Foreign Affai - 
rs, and former chairman of the board of the Chase Manhattan Bank; Senator John 
Sherman Cooper of Kentucky was a member of CFR; Senator Richard Russell of Ge- 
orgia, who was to defend CIA funding of the National Student Association three 
years later (Russell stated in 1967: "All this clamor about impairing academic 
freedom or subverting youth, that is a lot of hogwash"), was chairman of a Se- 
nate subcommittee overseeing the CIA; Rep. Gerald Ford was top-ranking Republ- 
ican on a House subcommittee overseeing the CIA; Allen Dulles was a former CIA 
Director and former CFR chairman of the board; and Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Earl Warren was father-in-law of the director of "Voice of America," funded by 
the CIA. 

According to Jim Garrison's 1970 book A Heritage of Stone : "Congressman 
Gerald Ford enjoyed the reputation of being the best friend of the CIA in the 
House of Representatives." When Ford moved into the White House a decade after 
the murder of John F. Kennedy, no American newspaper — certainly not The New 
York Times reported Garrison's allegation; when Ford became Unelected Pre- 

sident less than a year later, the media again exercized its right to remain 
silent. 

In late 1973, shortly after Belin and Ford had been rewarded for a decade 
of covering up, Philadelphia attorney Arlen Specter — another alumnus of the 

Warren Commission legal staff joined Dick Nixon's legal staff. Specter, had 

in 1964 devised the discredited "one-bullet theory," claiming one bullet trav- 
eled through both John Kennedy and John Connally. Curiously, this theory, rej- 
ected by John Connally, was immediately endorsed by Gerald Ford. In fact, the 

three Warren Commission members closest to Nelson Rockefeller Ford, Dulles 

and McCloy — were first to go along with Specter's theory. 

In late October, 1973 Houston attorney Leon Jaworski replaced Archibald 
Cox as chief Watergate prosecutor. In 1964 Jaworski, representing the Attorney 
General of Texas on the Warren Commission legal staff, had refused to investi- 
gate alleged FBI and/or CIA links to Lee Harvey Oswald. According to a Novemb- 
er 6, 1973 Associated Press report, back in 1964 Jaworski was Bending CIA mon- 
ey to the National Student Association the type of action defended by War- 
ren Commission member Richard Russell in 1967 through a Houston CIA front, 

the M.D. Anderson Foundation (Jaworski is on the board of trustees of both the 
Anderson Foundation and the Turner Foundation in Houston). 

If, as Jim Garrison claims, Gerald Ford was the CIA's "best friend" while 






whitewashing the CIA via the Warren Commission, it looks like the 1973.1975 

rise of Rocky and Gerry was a coup d'etat, just as the I963 murder of John p 

Kennedy r a ^ou p , d'etat in the wbrld-s largest banana republic. Perhaps R 0 

y S CIA panel is the latest example of the fox guarding the chicken coop, 

since, to borrow a phrase from Malcolm X, the chickens have all come home to 
ro os t • 
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For the last four years the University of Florida student newspaper has been 
controlled by the neo-Nazis of "Young Americans for Freedom," an organization 
that produces more volunteers for CREEP, CIA, and FBI than any other right-wing 
youth group in America* 

In April, 1971 editor Phyllis Gallub turned The Florida Alligator s editori- 
al pages to YAF Chairman Mike Carr; since that time, the Alligator has been li- 
ttle more than the mouthpiece of the YAF and the UF Administration, the latter 
hiring many of the former as informants* 

In April, 1971 the YAF tore down anti-war posters in front of both UF libra- 
ries and put its own decals and posters on the same bulletin boards* Meanwhile, 
YAF Secretary Brian Donerly wrote letters to the. Alligator denouncing "fascist 
tactics" of the New Left, never mentioning that these tactics had actually been 
employed by the YAF* 

This is not, of course, the first time that YAF, defenders of selfishness 
and greed, have resorted to extremism in their fight to make the world safe for 
fascism* 

In January, I960 David Franke and Douglas Caddy, members of the Intercolleg- 
iate Society of Individualists (founded by Frank Chodorov, who had been a board 
member of the "Justice for Tyler Kent Committee," Kent having been convicted of 
passing secret information to the Nazis during World War II), founded the "Nat- 
ional Committee for the Loyalty Oath." After fighting valiantly for the retent- 
ion of state and federal loyalty oaths an odd position for "libertarians" 

Caddy and Franke, aided by right-wing superstars Bill Buckley, former Republic- 
an Senator William E* Jenner of Indiana, and Kent and Phoebe Courtney, founded 
YAF and began campaigning to elect Barry Goldwater President of the U*S* 

Caddy and Franke received help in their YAF effort from such people as Marv- 
in Liebman, publicist for Frederick Schwarz* "Christian Anticommunist Crusade;" 
Charles Edison of the John Birch Society; Igor Cassini, formerly convicted aft- 
er failing to register as a lobbyist for Rafael Trujillo; General Robert Wood, 
co-chairman of America First (to which Chodorov also belonged); and Ludwig von 
Mises, a paid propagandist for the National Association of Manufacturers* 

In March, I 96 I YAF gave its first annual awards for "contributions to Ameri- 
can Conservatism and the youth of the nation." Among those honored were the Re- 
public of China; the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HUAC); columni- 
st George Sokolsky, another NAM propagandist and a paid Japanese agent right up 
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to Pearl Harbor; and editor/columnist

Speaking of HUAC, a Michigan Congressman named Hook once claimed the Commit

A leading HUAC member for years was Mississippi Represenative John Rankin, a 
olatant anti-Semite who in a House speech of Feb. 21, l 9 kk referred to the late 
Walter Winchell as -the communistic little kike- (Rankin's protege on HUAC, ad- 
mitted White Supremacist John S. Wood of Georgia, stated.in the early » 5 0s that 
the activities of the KKK were -an old American custom"). Advisers to HUAC de- 
luded anti-Semitic Father Charles Coughlin, German-Ameriean Bund propagandists 
James Hili and Fritz Kuhn, James True (inventor of a blackjack h* labeled "the 
kike-killer"), Nazi supporters Merwin K. Hart and Joseph Kamp, anti-Semitic pr- 
opagandists Edward F. Sullivan and Harry Jung, and Coughlin aide Reverend Edwa- 
r odge Curran.

The Miami Herald , in a Mav.pn, To ? x 
front-page article, reported on Donald Segretti's Florida contacts, referring 
to Carr's 1972 organizing pro-Nixon demonstrations with funds from Charles Co- 
lson and orders from Segretti. The Alligator refused to follow up on the Hera- 
ld article, which is net surprising, since Tin Condon was editor in May, 1973. 



On June 11, 1973 the Gainesville Sim printed a Jack Anderson column repor- 
ting that in 1971-72 Mike Carr had allowed FBI agents to enter the YAF headqu- 
arters at 805 East University Avenue to spy upon the WAW headquarters across 
the street. Al ligator editor Tim Condon lived at 805 E. University Avenue dur- 
ing 1971-72, as had Alligator henchmen Brian Donerly and Fred Vollrath. Doner- 
ly, besides covering up for the FBI for nearly two years, defended FBI Direct- 
or J. Edgar Hoover in a May, 1972 Alligator column while claiming to be a "li- 
bertarian*" 

The A lligator never reported that Peter Goia, Carr's successor as chairman 
of YAF, had also worked with WJP at the « 7 2 conventions, arguing against gra- 
nting campsites to non-delegates. In September, 1972 Goia formed the UF chapt- 
er of "Youth Against McGovern;" this group, whose national chairman was Willi- 
am F. Buckley's son (the mailing address for "Youth Against McGovern" was also 
the address of YaF's national headquarters), was another CREEP front. 

Although these YAFers claimed opposition to Dick Nixon's re-election since 
Nixon had allegedly shown leftist tendencies, in April of '72 Carr, Vollrath, 
Donerly, and Bruce Alper wore jackets and ties to a Northeast Gainesville ral- 
ly for Ed Gurney, who was a surrogate campaigner for Nixon that Fall, previou- 
sly serving as Nixon's most adamant defender at Senate ITT hearings. Curiously, 
Condon had written an Alligator column in March supporting the.candidacyiof ah 
extremely conservative presidential candidate, Rep. John Ashbrook. Condon was 
sent to Miami Beach to cover the Democratic Convention non-delegates, a curio- 
us assignment for a registered Republican; perhaps it is a coincidence that at 
this point in time CREEP agents Carr and Goia were also in Miami Beach. 

Speaking of Ashbrook* s 1972 "candidacy," that was yet another CREEP front. 

Here's what the 1973 edition of Current Biography had to say about Ashbrook on 
p. 22:

(Peter O'Donnell, instrumental in YAF's "Draft Goldwater" drive in the '60s, set 
up the Jones-0' Donnell Foundation, a Dallas-based CIA conduit), was YAF chairman 
at Indiana University in the early 1960s before becoming a national YAF officer. 
And Howard Phillips, who in 1972 attempted to destroy 0E0, was formerly chairman 
of YAF at Harvard. 

And Robert Bauman, former national YAF chairman (Bauman graduated from a CIA 
training mill, the Georgetown University School of Foreign Service), in 1973 won 
a special election to fill the congressional seat of Maryland Republican William 
Mills, who mysteriously died shortly after the news media reported that Mills in 
'72 had received "laundered" Watergate-connected money. Mysteriously, Mills' top 
congressional aide and Mills' campaign manager also died mysteriously in *73, a- 
nother of those mysterious Watergate coincidences. Other fantastic coincidences: 
William F. Buckley, Jr. was named alternate beneficiary in the 1967 will of Mrs. 
E. Howard Hunt, who died in a mysterious December, *72 plane crash; Bill Buckley 
published a 1967 E. Howard Hunt book ( Give Us This Day ) in '73; E.. Howard Hunt's 
assets are stored in Bill Buckley's Connecticut bank. Buckley, a CIA agent under 
Hunt (See Tad Szulc's 1974 book Compulsive Spy), just happens to be godfather of 
three of Hunt's four children. 

Rep. Robert Bauman's initial 1974 re-election campaign stop featured a frie- 
ndly speech on his behalf by Ronald Reagan, YAF's number one choice for Preside- 
nt in '76. Reagan's hopes for "an outbreak of botulism" among recipients of Cal- 
ifornia's "People In Need" food distribution program is the official attitude of 
YAFers toward disadvantaged Americans.

YAFers often claim their organization is not connected with the John Birch 
Society or similar ultra-right groups. Yet dozens of card-carrying Birchers are 
on YAF's national advisory board, including American Opinion contributing editor 
George Schuyler, who in I972 referred to Coretta Scott King as "Hanoi Coretta." 

Birch Society bigwig Schuyler received an award at the Conservative Party of 
New York's 1972 convention. (See the Feb. 23, 1972 New York Times ) . And the YAF- 
sponsored 1974 Conservative Political Action Conference featured a speech by the 
Birch Society's Phyllis Schlafly, described by Robert Welch as "a very loyal me- 
mber" of the JBS. 

Scott Stanley, an early YAF leader in the 1960s, is managing editor of Amer - 
ic an Opinion ; former YAF colleague William Cotter is now with the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, an old YAF favorite. YAFers are proud of national adv- 
ory board member M. Stanton Evans, but they don't talk much about Stan's father, 
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Medford Evans, a Birch Society official and American Opinion contributing edi- 
tor who was formerly prominent in the White Citizens* Council. 

The 1973 YAF national convention featured an award for Clarence Manion, an 
old YAF hero who is a member of the John Birch Society* s executive council (as 
is YAF advisory board member E. Merrill Root, poetry editor of American n^ni - 
on). Christopher Manion, son of Clarence, wrote about the convention in Natio- 
n al Review , September 14, 1973 — the same NR issue in which CIA agent Miles 
Copeland defended the CIA's role in Watergate in I972 and in Chile in *73. 

At a May 15, 1974 Washington testimonoal dinner for Clarence Manion, North 
arolina Senator Jesse Helms, another YAF national advisory board member, was 
the featured speaker. Phyllis Schlafly organized the affair, which was sponso- 
red by YAF, N ational Review , Human Events , American Conservative Union, and an 
ancient organization known as the Daughters of the American Revolution (See p. 
467 of April 26, I974 NR). Helms complained of press coverage of Watergate and 
referred to Manion as "a most remarkable defender of American freedom" before 
finally denouncing women's liberation and the Equal Rights Amendment. YAF opp- 
oses all liberation movements, and Phyllis Schlafly is America's most vocifer- 
ous opponent of the ERA.

Former Lufwaffe pilot Hans Sennholz, now a member of the John Birch Socie- 
ty, is on YAF's national advisory board. So is Efrem Zimbalist, Jr., who rece- 
ntly headed a group supposedly formed to impartially investigate the FBI; Zim- 
balist's "impartial" organization was later exposed as a front fox the FBI (An 
organizer of this pro-FBI front, Lee Edwards, is also on YAF's national advis- 
ory board). Old YAF hero Ralph de Toledano is the author of an extremely favo- 
rable I973 biography of J. Edgar Hoover - — published by Bill Buckley's Arlin- 
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gton House who shortly before his death admitted funding "every pro-war 

student group in the country*" How much of this money went to YAF? 

CREEP agent Mike Carr has admitted allowing FBI agents to use YAF* s head- 
quarters in Gainesville to spy upon the WAW* What other favors have ';the Carr 
clique done for the FBI in recent years? Have YAFers been spying, on and off- 
campus, upon citizens who refuse to bear allegiance to Nixonian leaders? Does 
YAF operate as a front for the CIA and similar organizations? 

Why do "libertarian" YAFers continue to support repressive institutions 
in America and military intervention abroad? Are they still obsessed with the 
1964 "Extremism" speech of Barry Goldwater? Why do YAFers denounce "statism," 
while zealously working to create a police state in America? Why is YAF blat- 
antly anti-Semitic? why do YAFers resort to swastikas and other Nazi tactics? 

Perhaps the Senate Watergate Committee should re-convene in order to inv- 
estigate the Dirty Tricks of the Young Americans for Fascism* This time, they 
won't have Ed Gurney to kick around*

On March 7, 1962 YAF awards went to Roger Milliken, a South Carolina Bir- 

cher who in 1956 just before Christmas fired 500 workers who had tried 

to unionize; South Carolina Senator Strom Thurmond, one of the most persistent 
racists in Congress; Ludwig von Mises; Charles Edison; Marvin Liebman; Stanton 
Evans; 'John Wayne; and Prof. Richard Weaver, who referred to "the materialist- 
ic liberals who are our natural enemies (A year earlier, Rep. John Rousselot, 
a recruiter for the John Birch Society, showed the film "Operation Abolition" 
at the YAF national convention and urged delegates to join the JBS) . 

L. Brent Bozell, Bill Buckley’s brother-in-law, told YAF delegates in *62 
the following orders "’should go out from Washington:" 

To our Joint Chiefs of Staff: Make the necessary 
preparations for landing in Havana. To our comman- 
der in Berlin: Tear Down the Wall. To our Chief of 
Mission in the Congo: Change Sides. To the Chief of 
CIA: You are under instructions to encourage libe- 
ration movements in every nation of the world under 
Communist domination, including the Soviet Union 
itself. 

In late 1962 a group of American Nazis led by Larrie Schmidt and Larry 
Jones flew from Munich to Dallas to infiltrate YAF and the National Indignati- 
on Convention. Since then,. Nazis and Birchers have been largely in control of 
YAF (See LOOK magazine 1/26/65 and Volume XVIII of the Warren Commission Hear- 
ings, pp. 834-898). 

After the defeat of Barry Goldwater in 1964* YAF began its own infiltrat- 
ion effort, taking over a number of Young Republican chapters in various loca- 
les. Most notorious of the YAF cadres was the "Rat Finks" group who took over 
the New Jersey YR. At the YR state convention in Wildwood, New Jersey (and al- 
so at the national YR convention in Miami in June, 1965) , the "Rat Finks" sang 
and distributed songsheets for a number of racist-anti-Semitic songs. One such 
song was a parody titled "Where Has All The Welfare Gone?" the refrain being: 
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
